* FRENCH CORRESPON NDECE. 


Havre, August 9th, 1849, 

To the Editors of the an Recorder: 
Genxtuemen:—A proof that denrocracy in France 
* can claim but little kindred with Republicanism in 
our country, appears in the recent decree of the Na- 
tional Assembly by which the liberty of the Press is 
virtually destroyed. The acts of the President and 
of the Government have been freely rebuked, aud it 
is pretended that through the columns of the Press, 
the army and navy have been addressed by the social- 
ists, with inducements that jeopardize their fidelity 
to the present government. The measure adopted 
against the freedom of the press is ostensibly for pub- 
lic order, but really to shelter the Chief Magistrate 
and his ministry from too strict investigation, — It in- 
dicates dishonesty, and betrays weakness, 
‘The following is the substance of a cireular sent by 
the Minister of the Interior to the Prefects of the de- 
partments. It contains several articles as voted by 
the National Assembly. 
By Art. It, the acts of the President and Ministry 
are guarded from free and condemnatory observa- 
tions. 
Art. 2d detends the army and navy from the seduc- 
tions of the press. 
Art. 3d provides against the publication of false 
news, when the object is to disturb the public peace. 
By Art. Sth it is forbidden to announce subserip- 
tions baving for their object to indemnify persous 
who have been condemned by the government. 
Art. 6th forbids all prints and caricatures by which 
religion, the measures of the government, the Presi- 
dent and the Ministry would be brought into deri- 
Biol. 
Art. 7th prohibits any publication under twelve 
sheets, on * Political Eeovomy,” without passing 
through the hands of the Procureur of the Republic
